--WP continues to flip and read and flip and read 


WP: "The reader that you are aiming at is a very well 
educated person, isn't he. He must be someone 
who has been immersed in the humanities all his 
life.’ He must know French. He must have an 
extraordinary command of literature, painting, 
music, sculpture, and so on." 


"Yes, the book is intended for a very well educated 
reader who is interested in and capable of 
committing himself to the reading of what I have 
written and responding to it--in writing--at the 
same time. The demands I make on the reader are 
great, but they are exactly the demands I make 
on myself." 


"You are a remarkable young man. I admire your 
courage in writing such a book. I wish we could 
publish it for you, but we can not. First of all; 
it is aimed at a very small audience and it would 
not be a profitable venture for us. Secondly, the 
length of the work would make the cost almost pro- 
hibitive--probably around $85-$100 a copy. Let me 
phone a friend of mine at Academic Press and see 
what he says." 


WP (on the phone to his friend at Academic Press): 


"IT have a remarkable young man in my office and 

he has written a very learned book and I need your 
help. We can not publish it. It's a thousand-page 
work on comparative aesthetics and it's aimed very 
high. The reader will have to be someone who has 

a very good interdisciplinary grounding -- probably 
the post doctoral level. (WP takes notes as his 
friend speaks). . . Fine. Thanks John (?)." 


WP (to SRP); "Write to Oxford University Press, to Sheldon 
Meyer, Editor. Princeton University Press 
might also be good. There is a publisher in 
The Hague called Nijhoff that might be in- 
terested. German publishers and Presses 
Universitaires might also be good to write to." 


WP's phone rings; he answers it and tells the person to hold 
on; he hands me CAAW (copy number 2) and states: 


"Thank you for showing me your book. I hope I will 
soon have the pleasure of learning that your book has 
been published. " (WP shakes my hand and Shows me out)
